School Board 
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Report of School Board 


Educational progress can only come about through the efforts of 
the individual School Board. The members of the Unity School Board, 
during the past year, have attempted to do their part in this process. 
It is quite difficult to match, in our eight grades, what the larger 
wealthier schools in this area offer in theirs. Being one of the poorest 
towns in the State with only $8,596.00 of equalized valuation behind each 
pupil makes the job even more difficult. Educational TV has been a 
big boost to supplement our teaching staff. Mrs. DeLude has a weekly 
class in English Literature to further aid and better prepare our 8th 
grade for high school. 


In the past three years no member of the School Board has missed 
more than one meeting. Over this period of time each member has 
voted more than 300 ‘times. Besides our regular ten meetings a year 
we have had to have several special Board Meetings. It has not been 
uncommon to have parents attend our meetings. In fact, we encourage 
this; anyone having a complaint or suggestion should come to the 
Board Meeting and tell us about it. One direct result of a parent attend- 
ing was to set into action a whole new bus program, which included 
a visit from a member of the State Motor Vehicle Department to speak 
on safety. The Board meetings are held at 8:00 P. M. on the second 
Thursday of each month. 


As Board Members, we have attended the Union 5 meetings of 
which we are a part, and in our own way have tried to contribute 
more than just being active members. Mrs. DeLude is Chairman of 
Union No. 5, and Clayton Smith, the Secretary - Treasurer. The next 
Union meeting will be held in tthe Unity School next May. 


We were all saddened at the passing of Jim Paul, who had had the 
East Unity bus route for a little over three years. Mr. Clifford Stone 
now has the contract for the route. 


We, the Board, would like to thank the P.T.A. for their con‘inued 
efforts with the dental program, those who helped to build the Special 
Activities fund, and to all the parents for their fine cooperation.

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Superintendent's Report 


To the School Board and Citizens of the Unity School District: I 
respectfully submit my annual report as superintendent of schools. 


Teaching Staff 


Our school year began on Wednesday, September 6th. All four 
teachers returned to continue their service in the Unity Elementary. 
We are fortunate to have four capable, and experienced teachers on 
our staff. The team teaching of Mrs. Wirkkala in the field of music 
has strengthened cur school immeasurably. Mrs. Nelson has been 
Principal of our school and responsible to the Superintendent on all 
administrative matters. We appreciate the good work of all the teach- 
ers in making this school a well rounded unit for the education of 
the children in the town of Unity. 


School Enrollment 
It is expected that we will have a first grade entering class of 
thirteen pupils next fall. This should give us a probable total enroll- 
ment of one hundred and seventeen pupils. The room allocations 
could be as follows: 





Mrs. Cragin Grades 1-2 — 30 Pupils 
Mrs. McCullough Grades 3 - 4— 23 Pupils 
Mrs. Wirkkala Grades 5 - 6 — 35 Pupils 
Mrs. Nelson, Principal Grades 7 - 8 — 29 Pupils 

Total 117 Pupils 


Maintenance and Improvements 


Mrs. Marjorie Smith continued this year as custodian of the 
school, and we ‘are very appreciative of her efforts in making our 
school facilities comfortable and most livable. Our school plant is 
in good physical condition and the School Board is ever alert to the 
needs for improvements. 

Plans have been made to provide a storm door on the east side 
kitchen ‘entrance. Also, window screens will be provided for the caf- 
eteria, an improvement which will be much ‘appreciated during the 
summer weather. 

Our repair and improvement program for the summer includes 
plans for redecorating the Uuility Room, the Kitchen, and the Recep- 
tion Area. 

State Aid and Income 


It is estimated that we will have a balance at the end of this 
school year (June 30, 1962) of about $1,000. We have received State 
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Foundation Aid amounting to $19,959.67, and $961.02 in Building Aid. 
The above incomes together with Trust Funds of $251.04 provides a 
total financial aid of approximately $22,100. This income can help 
considerably in reducing the amount of money which will be necessary 
to raise through local tax assessmen*. 


School Costs 


We note that the cost per pupil for operating ‘he Unity School 
last year was $208.00. This is in contrast to the State average per 
pupil cost of $265.00 for elementary schools. It would appear then, 
that the school board has been very conservative in their spending of 
the tax payers money, and have provided a sound school program at 
a minimum of expense. 


School Lunches 


Mrs. Ethel Jarvis was appointed cook in the school cafeteria for 
the current year. She succeeded Mrs. Chase who has had this assign- 
ment for many years. Mrs. Chase is now employed in the school sys- 
tem in Manchester, New Hampshire. The Hot Lunch account is operat- 
ing on a sound financial basis. Between nine and ten hundred lunches 
a month have been reported by the Principal. All children who have 
wished to do so, have had an opportuni‘y to take advantage of this 
auxiliary school service. Monthly shipment of Government Surplus 
Foods have helped finance the lunch program, and enabled us to 
serve meals at a minimum cost to the child. 


Superintendent’s Recommendation 


Your superintendent would like to suggest that we give serious 
consideration to the purchase of the (SRA) Science Research Associates 
Reading Laboratory. This is a teaching devise designed to increase 
speed in reading and develop word power. It is used as a supplement 
to the basic reading program. Monies for the purchase of this ‘teaching 
machine has been requested in the new budget for the fiscal year 
1962 - 1963. 

In closing I wish to thank the school board members, the teachers, 
and the citizens of Unity for their support and loyalty. I am very 
appreciative of their cooperation. 

I wish to make special comment on the assistance given us by 
Mrs. DeLude, who has worked with the children in the school on 
special extra - curricular programs in the field of English. This has 
involved choral speaking and creative writing, an enrichment program 
which has been provided at no additional cost to the school. 

Working together we can continue to maintain a high standard 
of Education, and give the people of Uniy the kind of school of which 
they may be proud.

With each passing year education for our boys and girls becomes 
not only more important, but more complex. The fundamentals re- 
main the same, but each years events must be evaluated, and addi- 
tions to history are made.

The teaching staff 
of the Unity Elementary School recognizes this fact and is endeavoring 
to give the children of Unity the kind of foundation for learning they 
are sure to need.

The principal 
and teachers wish to thank the parents of Unity for their part in this 
cooperative effort. 


The television program from Channel 11 is being used effectively 
in all grades, and includes subjects in music, phonics, reading, science 
and _ history. 


A trip to Concord was enjoyed by the eight grade children. High 
points of interest were a visit to a session of the House of Represen- 
tatives, an audience with the Governor, a tour of the State House, 
and the Historical Society and the Sate Library. 


The Book Fair and open house was attended by many of the 
parents and the gathering was addressed by Mr. Richard Hendley of 
the Towle English Department. 


Other activities have been a magazine drive netting $112.20, physi- 
cal fitness tests given by Y.M.C.A. Director, Douglas Reed, a visit 
to the Claremont Library by the seventh grade, a Pe! Show, and a Doll 
and Toy Show. The Forest Fire Department, under the direction of 
the Disttict Chief Cornelius Woods, presented a movie, and a magic 
show was also presented by the Motor Vehicle Department. As a spe- 
cial treat at Christmas time, an afternoon of dancing and fun was 
enjoyed by all under the direction of Polly Randall School of Dancing. 
A Christmas program was presented by the children and well attended 
by the parents. 


The past year saw, perhaps, the usual number of accidents, errors 
and problems, but with the help of the school officials, and ever loyal 
parents and friends, each crisis was met, and the school program was 
carried along smoothly.

Report of School Nurse 


In past yearly reports your school nurse has stressed the import- 
ance of good physical health in the learning and educational program 
for all children. In this report I would like to emphasize the import- 
ance of good mental health in a child’s educational program. Needless 
to say, the two cannot be separated — either one has a great effect 
on the other. For instance, the child with a severe vision handicap 
may have an emotional problem directly related to the physical preb- 
lem. On the other hand, emotional problems may sometimes show 
themselves in physical symptoms. 


First of all, we should acquaint ourselves with the indications of 
a well adjusted child and/or good mental heal'h. There is evidence 
of good mental health when the child (1) Seems happy most of the 
time, (2) Contributes freely in a classroom discussion, (3) Is not un- 
duly shy, (4) Enjoys playing with other children and being a part of 
a group, (5) Is achieving in his studies according to his ability, (6) At- 
tends school regularly, (7) Does not seem too often fatigued, (8) Does 
not day dream excessively, (9) Uses adequate self - control according 
to his age, (10) Is able to make and maintain friends, (11) Is interested 
in new experiences. (12) Does not show a pattern of suttering or of in- 
fantile speech, (13) Does not show excessive nervous mannerisms. 


If it is felt that the child needs assistance, we do have available 
resources within the State of New Hampshire. Perhaps the best known 
of these is the New Hampshire Child Guidance Clinic which functions 
out of Concord. In addition to the services in Concord a group from 
this Clinic comes to Keene once a month. At these Clinics the child 
is given various tests by a psychologist in order to determine the 
child’s learning potential as well as behavior patterns. The child is 
also seen by a psychiatrist who may do further tests with the child. 
The parents of the child discuss the child and his problems with the 
social worker — later a conference is held and the findings of these 
clinic members are discussed and evaluated. Ait a later date the par- - 
ents have the opportunity to discuss the findings of the clinic with 
the persons mentioned above and to make plans beneficial to the child. 


In the Claremon: area a Child Guidance Clinic is made available 
by the Claremont Mental Health Association. This clinic is served by 
a psychiatric Social Worker and psychologist from the Hitchcock 
Clinic in Hanover. This clinic is available to our Supervisory Union. 
There is no charge for the services of the above mentioned clinics. 
On a private basis there is the Hitchcock Clinic in Hanover which 
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offers a very fine service. It is extremely important for one or both 
parents of the child to attend with the child. 


During the course of a school year several of our children attend 
these clinics. We feel that a great deal of benefit has been derived 
from the use of these services. The school and the home have a much 
better understanding of the child and his problems; the recommenda- 
tions made through these clinics enable the parents, as well as the 
school, to really help the child. The children attending seem to enjoy 
the experience and cooperate well. 


Once again I would like to take this opportunity to thank you all 
for your support of our Heal:h Program.
